Eisen- 
hower Republicans said they will 
bolt “if the state executive com- 
mittee runs rough-shod over us 
and the state convention upholds 
them.” 

H. J. Porter, of Houston, cam- 
paing director for Eisenhower in 
Texas, said today’s executive com- 
mittee meeting is the important 
one. An Eisenhower bolt would 
mean that both the Taft and 
Eisenhower forces would name 38 
delegates to Chicago. Then it 
would be up to the national con- 
vention to decide which slate to 
seat, or how many from each 
slate to recongize. 

National Delegate Score. 

Eisenhower advanced 16 dele- 
gates on Taft over the weekend, 
in the Associated Press tabula- 
tion, but still trailed. The A.P.

It sank slowly, stern first, until 
only the bow remained above wa- 
ter.

Third Recent Crash in Area.

CONTEMPT ORDER 


She Turns Over Assets 
Believed Sufficient to 
Satisfy $500,000 Tax 
Liability. 


An order finding Mrs. Frank 
H, Niehaus guilty of contempt 
for refusing to answer questions 
about her ability to pay Govern- 
ment income tax claims was dis- 
missed today by United States 
District Judge Rubey M. Hulen. 

Judge Hulen ruled Mrs. Nie- 
hatis had purged herself of con- 
tempt ‘after he was informed by 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Allan Goodloe the Government 


y-had received the information it 


sought. 

However, Goodloe today told 
the court Mrs. Niehaus had volun- 
tarily turned over to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue assets 
believed sufficient to satisfy the 
alleged tax liability in full. The 
Government has $500,000 in tax 
claims against her and her hus- 
band, who is now serving a prison 
sentence for income-tax evasion. 

“Mrs. Niehaus and her attorney 
have expressed their desire and 
willingness to continue to co- 
operate with the Collector so as 
to liquidate the assets in an 
orderly fashion until the tax in- 
debtedness is paid in full,” Good- 
loe said. 

The assistant United States At- 
torney praised Judge Hulen for 
his handling of the case, saying 
he believed it was the judge’s 
“words of last Thursday that have 
done more than any other one 
thing to enable the Government 
to obtain satisfaction of this very 
large tax claim.” 

When Judge Hulen found Mrs. 
Niehaus guilty of contempt, he is- 
sued a stern rebuke, saying, “This 
matter impresses me as a deliber- 
ate, planned, cold-blooded attempt 
to frustrate the Government.” 

In dismissing the case today, 
the judge declared: “The con- 
tempt matter is now a moot ques- 
tion. I have no desire to place 
a stain on this woman’s record.”

By Supreme Court; Vote Is 7 to 1 


Rights of Riders Not Violated, Majority 
Rules; But Dissenter Douglas Charges 
Privacy Is Invaded. _ 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today upheld 
transit radio broadcasts, 

By a 7-1 vote the high tribunal 
decided radio broadcasts on bus- 
ses and street cars do not violate 
the constitutional rights of pas- 
sengers. 

Justice Burton wrote the ma- 
jority decision, which said the 
whole thing “is a matter for de- 
cision between Capital Transit 
{the company involved), the pub- 
lic and the Public Utilities Com- 
mission.” Others composing the 
majority were Chief Justice Vin- 
son and Justices Black, Reed, 
Jackson, Clark and Minton. 

Justice Douglas wrote a dis- 
senting opinion and _ Justice 
Frankfurter took no part. 

The decision involved broad- 
casts heard here on streetcars and 
busses of the Capital Transit Co. 
The dispute attracted wide atten- 
tion, however, because at least 
10 other cities, including St. Louis, 
have radio broadcasting on pub- 
lic yehicles. 

The case was taken to the high- 
est tribunal after the United 
States Court of Appeals here de- 
clared Capital Transit’s broad- 
casts “deprived objecting passen- 
gers of liberty without due proc- 
ess of law” in violation of the 
Constitution. 

Burton’s majority opinion said 
that through the broadcast pro- 
grams “Capital Transit seeks to 
improve its public relations.” 

He rejected the appeals court 
finding. 

He said the court majority “ex- 
presses no opinion as to the de- 
sirability of radio programs in 
public vehicles.” 

He added: “In this case, that is 
a matter for decision between 
Capital Transit, the public and 
the Public Utilities Commission. 
The situation is not unlike that 
which arises when a utility makes 
a change in its running schedule 


or in the location of its stops in 
the interests of the majority of 
the passengers but against the 
vigorous protests of the few who 
are inconvenienced by the 
change.” 

Burton said that while the 
court of appeals refrained from 
stating any view on the constitu- 
tionality of musical programs con- 
taining no commercial advertising 
or other announcements, “it is 
clear that if programs containing 
commercial advertising and other 
announcements are permissible, 
then programs limited to the type 
of music here contracted for 
would not be less so.” 

The dissent by Justice Douglas 
asserted: “If liberty is to flourish, 
Government should aever be al- 
lowed to force people to listen 
to any radio program. ... The 
right of privacy, today violated, 
is a powerful deterrent to any- 
one who would control men’s 
minds.” 

Justice Frankfurter explained 
he took no part in the case be- 
cause “my feelings are so strong- 
ly engaged as a victim of the 
practice in controversy that I had 
better not participate in judicial 
judgment upon it.” 

Justice Black said he agreed 
with the majority holding that 
there was no violation of the Con- 
stitution’s due process of law 
clause. 


He went on: “I am of the opin- 
ion, however, subjecting Capital 
Transit’s passengers to the broad- 
casting of news, public speeches, 
views or propaganda of any: kind 
and by any means would violate 
the First Amendment.” 

Capital Transit had said it in- 
tended to equip its entire fleet 
of 1700 vehicles with radio once 
it got a go-ahead from the court. 
The company thus would be as- 
sured a radio income of $10,200 
a month. Only 422 vehicles were 
radio-equipped when the court 
heard the case, last March.

Picketing Ends. 

Western Union offices were 
picketed until the results of the 
vote on the settlement were con- 
clusive.

Under the agreement, workers 
who have been.on a 45-hour, 20- 
minute work week with 48 hour 
pay would get no pay rise but 
would receive the same weekly 
pay for 40 hours a week.

WASHINGTON, May 26—Sen- 
ator William Langer (Rep.) North 
Dakota, who has introduced more 
than twice as many private immi- 
gration bills as any other member 
of Congress, explained today he 
had done so because in 1947 and 
1948 he headed a Senate subcom- 
mittee with jurisdiction over Ellis 
Island. 

Senator Langer is sometimes 
referred to as the “third Senator 
from New York” because of his 
penchant for introducing bills for 
persons in that area. 

Congressional records show he 
introduced 295 bills containing 
more than 1000 names from 1947 
through 1951 and during the pres- 
ent session has put in or rein- 
troduced 130 measures, The next 
highest number introduced by a 
single Senator is 60, Many have 
introduced only one or two. 

Surrenders Chairmanship. 

Senator Langer surrendered the 
chairmanship of the Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee on peniten- 
tiaries, which has jurisdiction over 
Ellis Island, when the Democrats 
regained control of Congress in 


1949. However, he remained as a} 


member. As a member, he con- 
tinued his practice of introducing 
private immigration bills or of 
reintroducing measures which had 
died or been killed by the Judi- 
ciary Committee in previous ses- 
sions. 

Introduction of a private bill 
in the Senate automatically brings 
a stay of deportation of an alien 
until the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee kills the bill, 

Senator Langer explained his 
interest in introducing private 
bills in a reply to questions sent

BONN, May 26 (AP).

The Allied aim is declared to be the inclusion of West Germany 
“in the community of free nations as an equal partner” by ending 


seven years of occupation. 


The German government “free- 
ly undertakes to participate in 
the European Defense Commu- 
nity,” agrees to allow. occupation 
forces to remain on federal terri- 
tory as defense troops and prom- 
ises a financial: contribution to- 
ward the cost of defense against 
Russian aggression. 

Eventual Aim: Unity. 

The four nations say the even- 
tual aim is reunification of the 
whole of Germany on conditions 
at least as good as those being 
offered in this pact to the West- 
ern portion of the divided coun- 


try. 

The complicated business of 
liquidating the war and setting 
up a new relationship is set out 
in six bulky documents. They 
must be ratified by the United 
Btates Congress and the British, 
¥rench and West German parlia- 
aents before they take effect. 

The peace contract also pro- 
‘ides that it does not become ef- 
ective until the companion Euro- 
yean Defense Community pact— 
to be signed in Paris tomorrow— 
fas been ratified by its six mem- 
pers— France, West . Germany, 
ftaly, Belgium, The Netherlands | 
gnd Luxembourg: 

To meet recent German objec- 
tions, however, the three Allies 
said if after all four signers rati- 
fied the contract, ratification of 
the defense treaty was unduly de- 
layed, they would consider wheth- 
er part of the peace contract 
would take effect without curther 
waiting. 

Allied View of Pact. 

An official Allied survey of the 
peace pact said: 

“As long as there is no agree- 
ment between the- three powers 
and the Soviet Union, the unity 
of Germany cannot be realized 
nor can all-Germane problems be 
settled. Hence the problem has 
posed itself according to the 
Federal Republic full authority 
over its external and internal af- 
fairs while preserving the means 
of negotiating on German unity 
and of maintaining rights of the 

three powers in Berlin. 

“Subject to the realization of 
these aims, the three powers have 
no desire to infringe on German 
sovereignty and of German equal- 
ity of rights.” 

e survey said a second prob- 
lem was to reconcile the preserva- 
tion of rights of the Federal Re- 
public and its citizens with the 
operational needs of foreign de- 
fense forces whose presence was 
“vital to the defense of Ger- 
many.” 

“Thirdly,” said the Allies, “in 
view of the fact that a general 
peace treaty cannot now be con- 
cluded, the agreements take the’ 
unprecedented step of liquidating 
the war and the controls of the 
_occupation regime before con- 
clusion of a final peace settle- 
ment.” 

Liquidation of the long and 
bitterly contested war was not 
a simple matter, the survey con- 
tinued, but the Allies had done it 
so as to meet their minimum war 
aims with the least possible bur- 
den on the Federal Republic. 

Asserting that concessions were 
made by both sides in the long 
negotiations, the Allied statement 
threw this broad hint to the legis- 
lators whose ratification is need- 


ed: 

“If so shortly after the end of 
the war, these conventions open 
up a new chapter in Germany’s 
relationship with the Western 
powers and if they enable defense 
of the West to be effectively or- 
ganized, it is to be expected that 
the parties will see in their prop- 
er perspective the _ sacrifices 
which these concessions repre- 
sent.” 

The first convention of the pact 
is a political agreement which 
ends the occupation, replaces the 
high commission with ambassa- 
dors and changes the occupation 
forces to defense troops, “their 
whole mission now being to se- 
cure defense of the free world.” 

Powers Retained by Allies. 

The Allies retained these war- 
won powers because of the cold 
war: 

1. The right to station armed 
forces in Germany and take steps 
to insure their security. 

2. All powers regarding 4 unl- 
fied Germany, including re-unifi- 
cation and the final peace treaty, 
to maintain the West’s position 
in dealing with Russia. 

3. To stay in Berlin as occu- 
pation powers because any change 
there would invite Russia to take 
over the surrounded western sec- 
tors of the former capital. 

While the Federal Republic 
agrees to respect these rights, 
the Allies say they will consult 
Bonn over their implementation. 

The three powers have the 
power — in circumstances en- 
dangering security of their forces 
—to declare a state of emergency 
over all or part of West Germany 
if the Federal Republic and the 
European Defense Community 
are unable to meet the emer- 


gency. 

Defining the proposed new 
status of West Germany, the Al- 
lies said: 

“The immediate objective is to 
integrate the Federal Republic on 
the basis of equality in the Euro- 
pean community now being 
shaped, which is itself a part of 
the community of free nations. 

“This is: why the Federal Re- 
public agrees to conduct its af- 
fairs in conformity with the prin- 
ciples stated in the Charter of the 
United Nations and objectives de- 
fined by the. statute of the Coun- 
cil -of Europe, asserts its intention

In an annex, the German fed- 
eral government promised to con- 
‘tinue economic and financial aid 
to Berlin, which is not actually 
a part of the Federal Republic. 

Another annex set considerable 
powers for a nine-man arbitra- 
tion tribunal to settle disputes 
over implementation of the pact. 
The tribunal of high-ranking 
judges will consist of three Ger- 
mans, one American, one Briton, 
one Frenchman and three “neu- 
trals” appointed by agreement 
between the three powers and the 
Germans. 

A “convention of the settlement 
of matters arising out of the war 
and the occupation” provides for 
completion of such occupation 
policies as breaking up cartels, 
restitution and compensation of 
victims of the Nazis, reparations, 
settlement of prewar and postwar 
debts and foreign property rights.

Hurdles Ahead, 
Kremlin. Deter- 
mined It Shall Not 
Go in Full Force.

WASHINGTON. 
HE pact for a European army 
T which the foreign ministers 
| initial tomorrow is not a 
lengthy document. It is quite 
Short. But behind its written 
pages are thousands of unwritten 
ehapters recording the hopes of 
the future, the history of the past, 
and the hurdles in the path of. 
peace. 
Historically, 
the climax of 300 years of warfare, | 


back and forth between the | 
French and German armies, back 
and forth—until the wheat fields 
and the forests were tangled with 
barbed wire and drenched with 
blood. 

So this pact, putting the armies 
of two bitter enemies — France 
and Germany — under one flag 
and in one uniform, could be the 
most significant milestone for 
peace the world has ever seen. 
To those whose sons have gone 
forth to war year after year, to 
those who are sO weary of war 
they are suspicious even of us, 
it could be’ the millenium. 

But because it does carry the 
hopes of millions, and because 
the goals of thé Kremlin do not 
flourish in the soil of peace, the 
Européan army pact faces terrific 
hurdles. Moscow is determined 
that this pact never shall go into 
full force. So the signing tomor- 
row will mark the beginning of 
the greatest war of nerves since 
V-E day 

JEERS FOR RIDGWAY—Even 
before the ceremony tomorrow, 
Moscow has been marshalling its 
forces to scare Western Europe 
out of this momentous agreement. 
Here are the moves which will 
come to a climax in the immediate 
orenear future: 

1. Gen. Matthew Ridgway’s ar- 
rival will touch off a vociferous 
anti-American demonstration. He 
will be branded the butcher of 
Korea, held responsible for the 
highly exaggerated prisoner trou- 
bles in Korea, and accused as a 
user of germ warfare. Communist 
propaganda regarding germ war- 
fare has been so successful that 
about half the people of Europe 
really believe it. 

As a result, some of our best 
friends believe Ridgway’s appoint- 
ment to Paris was a mistake. 


It had been intended to hand 
over some 700 war criminals in 
Allied prisons to German custody 
but due to constitutional diffi- 
culties, they will remain under 
Allied control. The convention 
provides for an Allied-German 
board to consider termination or 
reduction of sentences. Review 
of sentences now being carried 
out separately by the three powers 
will continue in the meantime. 

The Germans are given full 
control over civil aviation again. | 

A convention defining the 
status of Allied forces is similar 
to that regulating activities of 
the United States Air Force in 
Britain. However, it has some 
special features because West 
Germany is “a forward exposed 
Strategic area—where an _  ab- 
normal number of troops are sta- 
tioned in positions which in cer- 
tain eventualities might early be- 
come a scene of military oper- 
ations.” 

This convention also provides 
for logistic support, accomoda- 
tion and German auxiliary labor 
for the Allied forces. 

Allied soldiers will have to ob- 
serve German law, from which 
occupation forces are immune. 
Soldiers will be tried for criminal 
offenses in their own military 
courts, but German courts will 
have ju isdiction over them in

3. There has been a heavy Rus- 
sian build-up around Berlin. Si- 
multaneously Communist civilians 
are reported planning to flock 
into West Berlin, stage riots, and 
give an excuse to Communist 
troops to enter the city. This time, 
‘it is reported, the Russians plan 
'to seize both Berlin airports, thus 
making it impossible for us to re- 
peat the airlift. In such event, 
Berlin would be starved out and 
have to capitulate. The alterna- 
tive would be war. 

4. European inflation is on the 
increase and is our second worst 

enemy. Some persons claim it is | 
even Enemy No. 1.

U.N. ULTIMATUM TO REDS 
IN KOREA IS PROPOSED 
IN EFFECT BY KEFAUVER 


ALBUQUERQUE, May 26 (AP). 
/ENATOR ESTES KEFAU- 
VER, Tennessee, yesterday 
in effect proposed a United 

Nations ultimatum to the Com- 

munists in Korea. 


Kefauver, a candidate for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, suggested: 


1. The U.N. set the terms of 
an “honorable solution” and 
offer it to the Gommunists. 


2. Set a time limit for the 
Communists to accept the pro- 
posal. 


3. Then, if the proposal is 
not accepted within the given 
time, pursue the action to a 
conclusion by whatever means 
necessary — across the Yalu 
river on the northern border 
of Korea if warranted. 


“The Communists are not 
negotiating in good faith,” 
Kefauver asserted at a press 
conference. “The U.N. should 
decide on a reasonable, honor- 
able solution” as an ultimatum. 


He said he would approve 
establishment of a United Na- 
tions blockade of China, but 
emphasized that it should not 
be made up of United States 
forces alone. He said he per- 
sonally would oppose sending 
prisoners of the U.N. who have 
nag sence Communism _ back 
to Communist forces.

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A Gamble on “Economy” 


As the, Senate resumes debate on the foreign 
aid program this week, its great responsibility 
will be to repair the damage done by the House. 

The extent of the damage was made clear 
by W. John Kenney, deputy director of the 
Mutual Security Agency. In cutting the pro- 
gram by $1,737,000,000—$726,000,000 more than 
the Foreign Affairs Committee had already cut 
it—the House adopted a policy which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kenney, would prevent the North 
Atlantic Treaty countries from reaching their 
50-division goal in Europe this year unless the 
United States makes up the difference. 

It is easy enough for a member of Congress 
to go before the voters with a claim that he 
has voted for economy in foreign aid. But 
would those members who ran wild last week 
go before the voters on the frank and open 
avowal that they voted against 50 divisions for 
NATO in 1952? 

All too clearly, many House members hope 
that the people will remember their vote for 
“economy,” but forget that they voted against 
50 divisions. 

Inevitable as it may have been, still it was 
deplorable that the foreign aid bill got caught 
in campaign politics. Backers of Senator Taft 
led the ax-wielders, and their obvious intent 
was to show that they were stronger friends 
of “economy” than the backers of Gen. 
Eisenhower and other Republican candidates. 

The Taft forces are gambling that at this 
juhcture of events economy will be more popu- 
lar with the voters than support of the Adminis- 
tration program. This might be a permissible 
bet if it did not also involve gambling with the 
national security. 

It is up to the Senate to show that it can 
take a more responsible course, even in an 
election year. Gen. Eisenhower and all those 
who bear direct responsibility for the national 
security have warned in unmistakable terms 
that reducing the mutual security program by 
more than the billion dollars cut by the commit- 
tees will endanger the vital interests of this 
nation. Will the Senate, like the House, gamble 


with those interests?

Stop Signs for Travelers 

In defending its passport policy, the State 
Department says the courts have always upheld 
its broad discretionary power to grant or deny 
citizens the right to travel abroad. The argu- 
ment is that the authority is there and so its 
exercise should not be questioned. 

This is hard to follow. The way the State 
Department has denied passports, its arbitrary 
power to do so, and the secrecy surrounding 
such matters all have been questioned repeat- 
edly. The American Civil Liberties Union has 
made a test suit of the case of Anne Bauer, a 
naturalized citizen. The union argues that she 
had her passport revoked without any explana- 
tion or chance to answer charges against her. 

The Secretary of State's present power to 
deny passports within his discretion customar- 
ily means that some minor functionary may 
make a passport decision without specific stan- 
dards to guide him. The Civil Liberties Union 
proposes that Congress specifically state the 
reasons for denying a visa, instead of leaving 
this to the opinion of a few officials. 

The State Department may have all the 
authority it claims, but this does not prove that 
it should have such broad powers, or that they 
have never been misused. 


Are Expressways Really Needed ? 


Will expressways solve the problem of traffic 
congestion? Walter H. Blucher, director of the 
American Society of Planning Officials, is on 
record with a forecast they will not. Mr. Blucher 
goes further and predicts that expressways will 
increase both the traffic problem and the park- 
ing problem. American cities, he says, should 
think about the movement of people rather than 
the movement of automobiles; and this means 
improving public transportation rather than en- 
abling more auto traffic to move faster. 

There is a good deal in what Mr. Blucher says. 
Any planner, if he had the making of a city, 
could figure out a better way to move people 
than most cities currently do it. It is much more 
efficient to move them in mass transit vehicles 
than in automobiles. 

The trouble is that our cities are not being 
built from scratch; they are being constantly 
made over. Another trouble is that planners do 
not have the option of changing people’s habits; 
their task is to plan within the framework of 
people’s habits. 4 

‘So long. as the American citizen chooses to 
move about a good bit of the time by automo- 
bile, cities must be designed to enable him to do 
it. In other words, cities—and St. Louis foremost 
among them—do need expressways. They need 
‘them as badly as a human body needs unob- 
structed arteries, and it is no solution of the 
problem in either case to say that things would 
be different if people were different. 

It is quite true that cities also need greatly 
improved mass transit—St. Louis, again, fore- 
most among them. But expressways do not ex- 


« clude such improvement. If properly designed 


they can contribute to it. St. Louis, like other 
cities, needs both expressways and better public 
transportation. 
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Logic of One River 

Hearings have now been held by the Missouri 
Basin Survey Commission in four of the 10 
states of the valley, and the outstanding result 
so far is a surprisingly general demand for 
some sort of over-all administrative agency to 
knit together all the phases of water develop- 
ment and control. 

Some interests want this end to be achieved 
through an interstate compact, some urge the 
establishment of ‘a Missouri Valley Authority, 
others propose closer co-ordination of the vari- 
ous agencies now working in the valley. The 
common element in all proposals is a growing 
understanding of the inadequacy of the Inter- 
agency Committee, which is a loose, unofficial, 
powerless coalition of Government agencies each 
of which is primarily interested in one particu- 
lar section of the water problem. 

The basic trouble with Inter-Agency is that it 
has no policy-making functions, and the need 
for unified policy making is becoming more and 
more apparent in the Survey Commission’s hear- 
ings. That need will be most acute when the 
projects now under construction move into the 
operational phase. But if the unification prin- 
ciple is needed to operate the system, surely it 
is doubly needed for planning and construction. 
We believe that as the hearings continue they 
will show that the sooner unification is achieved 
the better. 

The great size and variety of the basin is 
sometimes pleaded as an argument against uni- 
fication. In truth the argument runs just the 
other way. Precisely because the basin does 
embrace so many different interests, a single 
agency could most efficiently reconcile them. 
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The Missouri is one river. The measures to be 
applied for flood control, power, irrigation and 
soil conservation must perforce deal with the 
resources of one river, The logic of the prob- 
lem dictates the logie of thé solution. 
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The Signing at Bonn 

The peace contract between the Allies and 
West Germany was signed at Bonn today despite 
eleventh-hour French objections and one more 
Russian proposal for a reunified Germany. 

The French objections stemmed out of the 
fear that the German contingent In the Euro- 
pean army, provided for in the settlement, might 
some day pull but of the international force 
and become a threat to France. This fear was 
overcome by British and American assurances. 

The latest Russian word was relatively mild, 
apparently spoken largely for the record. The 
Russians might have accepted the Allied terms 
for a four-power conference on Germany, thus 
putting a much bigger obstacle in the way of the 
separate settlement with Bonn. 

Of course, there is no guarantee that they 
will not yet use this or some other device to 
block the integration of West Germany in the 
grand alliance against Communism. The con- 
tract must still be ratified by the parliaments 
of all the signatory nations. There are some 
sharp debates ahead, and the Kremlin may feel 
that it would be most strategic to raise its diffi- 
culties in connection with those arguments rath- 
er than on the occasion of today’s formal sign- 
ing ceremony. 

The German oppositionists as well as some 
parts of Chancellor Adenauer’s coalition are 
formally on record against the contract, but 
present indications are that the Chancellor will 
be supported by a narfow margin. The British 
Laborites and the French Socialists also are 
opposing the agreement, but neither group by 
itself commands enough votes to veto it. No 
particular trouble is foreseen in the United 
States Senate. 

But if it is at all possible, ratification ought 
to be obtained by a wide and popular margin. 
To be truly effective, the contract ought to have 
solid support, especially in Germany. To obtain 
that it seems necessary to make clear to the 
West Germans that every possible effort has 
been made to avert the division of their country 
and the abandonment of millions of Germans to 
the Russians. That could be done by putting 
the Russian reunification proposals to the test. 
Either the Russians are ready to yield, or all 
their talk has been sheer propaganda. On the 
Kremlin record, the latter is the more likely 
probability. 

Meanwhile the signing of the agreement is 
a triumph for Secretary of State Acheson’s 
diplomacy and for Chancellor Adenauer’s faith 
in the Western powers. Because of the Rus- 
sians, the agreement is not a formal peace 
treaty, but it does restore to the Germans a 
considerable measure of sovereignty. 

It formalizes the fact that we are no longer 
dealing with an enemy, Nazi Germany, but with 
an associated nation—and in terms of the post- 
war world situation created by Russia. The 
agreement still leaves some thorny problems. 
But this is a time of problems. We can only 
hope that eventually they will all be settled. 
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Mr. Dowd Rolls Up His Sleeves 


The resignation of Edward L. Dowd as an 
assistant circuit attorney strips that office of 
its most able and aggressive prosecutor. It is a 
real loss, but perhaps not a permanent one. Mr. 
Dowd now can devote full time to a vigorous 
campaign to defeat Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 

That is 
a real gain. For it gives the voters a clear 
choice between Mr. Dowd, a proved champion, 
and Mr. Dowling, who is not quite in the same 


league with his former assistant. 
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A Bigger FCC for a Bigger TV Job 

More money and an expanded staff for the 
Federal Communications Commission are evi- 
dently essential for the agency to examine thor- 
oughly into applications to establish television 
stations, and pass on them expeditiously. 

Senator Johnson of Colorado, chairman of the 
Commerce committee, and a group of associates 
in the Senate are asking for an $800,000 addi- 
tion to FCC’s appropriation. Whatever addition 
is required, it must be clear that the commission 
cannot handle the increased work load on the 
funds which were to finance its activities be- 
fore the increase occurred. 

Applications for permission to establish more 

than 500 new TV stations were on file with the 
commission when it lifted the three-and-a-half- 
year freeze on new stations April 13. That is 
about five times as many stations as are now in 
operation. Another 500 applications or so are 
expected to be added to the file before the rush 
subsides. The pending applications include seven 
for St. Louis. 
' To conduct hearings and rule on the pending 
and expected applications would take the FCC 
six to 10 years with its present staff, Senator 
Johnson declares. Such a prolonged delay would 
work an undue hardship on applicants. It would 
retard the new business which so many new sta- 
tions will bring about. It would increase the 
temptation to put political pressure on the FCC 
to speed up at the cost of thoroughness—would 
increase the FCC's vulnerability to yielding to 
such pressures. . 

If the agency were persuaded in any case to 
sacrifice thoroughness to speed, costly mistakes 
might be made in choices among applicants, ad- 
versely affecting the quality of TV service in 
some communities for years to come. 

The additional sum which Senator Johnson 
and his colleagues want appropriated would pro- 
vide, they say, for the employment of 20 addi- 
tional examining teams, capable of handling 200 
to 300 cases a year. 

In the interest of thorough examinations and 
expeditious decisions alike, an expansion of the 
agency’s funds and staff is plainly necessary. 
That course may also prove the soundest econ- 
omy in the long run. 
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Behind the Times 

St. Louis is lagging behind half the cities of 
the United States which operate their own 
parking lots. The 1952 Municipal Yearbook 
shows that of 1137 cities, with at least 10,000 
population, 484 own and operate lots. And 96 
cities established their first parking facilities 
during 1951. 

Yet St. Louis lacks authority to operate lots. 
A 1949 law gives it power to establish facilities 
but the last Legislature failed to enact a law 
permitting municipal operation. And with as 
many as 26,000 motorists already parking in the 


. central business district, and more cars jam- 


ming the streets than ever before, the conges- 
tion is becoming a blight on business. 

Nothing is going to be done about this until 
the city does have power to operate parking 
lots. The issue will have to be fought through 
the next legislative session.

To crawl away into the 
shade after an enormous Sunday dinner 
and enjoy two hours of leaden repose 
(with the funnies over the face to keep off 
the flies) must surely be one of nature’s 
sweet restoratives. 


To tip the sombrero over the nose and 
sleep in the sun against a wall must 
enable thousands of tired Mexicans to get 
up eventually and go on. To withdraw 
from the baking heat for a siesta must en- 
able millions of harmless Asiatics to con- 
tinue the aimless struggle for existence. 


But no. Prof. W. S. S. Ladell, who has 
been studying the effects of climate on 
human beings in some of the hottest parts 
of the earth, says that the siesta ts not 


really restful, that it prevents a full quota 
of sleep in the cool of the night when it 
would do most good, but of greater impor- 
ance, that Europeans are often better able 
than the local inhabitants to stand severe 
heat because the Europeans are more ac- 
tive. They don’t need siestas. 

This is surprisingly unorthodox but very 
promising, for it frees the white man from 
the insidious belief that residence in hot 
countries is debilitating, which Prof. La- 
dell calls a myth, and it encourages him 
to keep up his more strenuous activities in 
such an environment. Why not? asks 
Prof. Ladell: look at the great Mesopota- 
mian and Mediterranean civilizations of 
the past. 

And yet it does seem an injustice, in a 
way, to deprive a drowsy native of his ait- 
ernoon nap on the flimsy grounds that it 
doesn’t improve his civilization.

Between Book Ends 


Bevan Asks for a Day of Hope 
IN PLACE OF FEAR. by Aneurin Bevan. (Simon & 

Schuster, 213 pgs., $2.) 

When Winston Churchill last December 
announced that Britain’s rearmament pro- 
gram would be cut back, the original goals 
having proved impossible of attainment, 
he growled that Aneurin Bevan, “perhaps 
not from the best of motives,” had 
pened to be right. The leader of Labor's 
left wing had resigned from the Attlee 
cabinet in April in protest against the 
size of the arms program, which he argued 
could not be achieved and would only 
result in reducing resources available for 


‘ social services. 


’ Whatever his motives, Bevan did happen 
to be right and his influence in the Labor 
party has markedly increased. Because he 
expresses the view- 
point of a substan- 
tial section of Brit- 
ish opinion, which 
may become the 
viewpoint of the La- 
bor party, his book 
is well worth read- 
ing by Americans. 
Bevan starts from 
the proposition that 
the Soviet threat to 
the Western world— 
and he does agree 
that a threat exists 
—is far more politi- 
cal and social than 
it is military. While

he agrees that a strong military position 
is needed by the West, he would subordi- 
nate arms to the broadening of social serv- 
ices at home and the co-operative develop- 
ment of backward areas abroad. Rearma- 
ment on the present scale, he argues, 
simply cannot be afforded (except in the 
United States, where the program has met 
the least resistance) without sacrificing 
social progress. If that sacrifice is made, 


then the door is opened to what he re- 


gards as the more menacing Soviet threat 


—conquest from within. 


This is a tenable thesis which does not 


get enough consideration in this country, 
and it is regrettable that Bevan’s docu- 


mentation of it seems rather thin. He is 


stronger at stating the case than at prov- 
ing it. Even so, he raises questions that 
deserve attention. For example, he wants 
to know why the year 1953, original target 
date of the rearmament program, carries 
so portentous a significance. The answer 
used to be that 1952 was the “year of 
danger,” but since Bevan's book went to 


press the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 


changed their minds; they now say 1954 is 
the “year of danger.” 


Whatever the year, Bevan holds “it {s 


juvenile to suppose that today one feels 


insecure, and therefore arms, while to- 
morrow the fear disappears and you can 
relax. No such black-and-white changes 
can be expected. In such circumstances 
the temptation to precipitate action is 
obvious.”

despair,” Bevan suggests that the West

CHICAGO, May 26—Cliff Chambers, 
ranking starting pitcher, will be out of action a month or more as a 
result of a second set of X-rays which showed that the big Redbird 
left-hander suffered a cracked bone in his left wrist when hit 
by a line drive yesterday at Cincinnati.

Voters to Choose Between Rival 
Slates in 2 Parties in California 


Primary Is on ‘Winner-Take-All’ Basis — 
Uninstructed Delegations For- — 
bidden by State Law.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 26 — 
California’s presidential primary 


campaign comes ddéwn the home 
strétch next week, 

* The voters will decide June 3 
between two rival slates of Re- 
publican and a two rival Demo- 
cratic delegations to the party 
national conventions in Chicago 
July 7 and 21, respectively. 

The California primary is on a 
“winner-take-all” basis. Unin- 
structed delegations, as such, are 
forbidden by law. 

Names of candidates, actual or 
nominal for President, appear on 
the ballot only. The names of 
the competing tickets of dele- 
gates do not appear on the ballot 
but are sent to the voters of the 
respective’ parties along with 
their sample ballots. 

Republicans will elect a 70- 
member delegation to their na- 
tional convention. - 

The Democrats will send a 68- 
vote delegation. 

Competing G.O.P.. Delegations. 

The competing Republican del- 
egations are those pledged to 
Gov. Earl E. Warren, an actual 
candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination, and to 
Representative Thomas H. Wer- 
del, a Taft supporter, who {s the 
nominal head of an anti-Warren 
set of delegate candidates. The 
delegation was pledged to him 
because of the illegality of “un- 
instructed” delegations. 

Werdel has announced he will 
release his delegates, if they win 
June 3, as soon as the balloting 
is over, They would then go to 
the convention uninstructed. 

A poll of the anti-Warren 
group indicates that Gen, Doug- 
las MacArthur and Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft of Ohio are the two 
top choices of a majority of the 
Werdel delegation. 

The name of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower does not appear on 
the ballot. Neither does that of 
Taft or Harold E. Stassen. 

The Eisenhower volunteers in 
California have denounced the 
moves of the Werdel delegation 
to link Eisenhower’s name with 
the anti-Warren group. They 
have advised all Eisenhower sup- 
porters to vote for the Warren 
slate. 

Hope of Eisenhower Backers. 

Eisenhower leaders declared 
that the best hope of getting 
votes from a California delegation 
would be to back the Warren 
slate wihch is composed of Re- 
publicans more likely to support 


wZisenhower than Taft or Mac- 
Arthur should Warren find he 
= win the nomination him- 
self. 

On the Democratic side, dele- 
gations are pledged to Senator 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, an 
actual candidate, and to Attorney 
General Edmund G._ Brown. 
Brown is pinch-hitting as a “nom- 
inal” candidate, taking the ballot 
spot which was originally to be 
occupied by President Truman. 

When ‘Truman~ ordered his 
name withdrawn from the Cali- 
fornia ballot after Democratic 
National Chairman Frank E. Mc- 
kinney is asserted to have in- 
formed his group in this state to 
go ahead with their petitions, the 
regular Democratic organization 
was left high and dry. 

Brown finally was persuaded to 
permit the original Truman dele- 
gation to be pledged to him. 

Some Withdraw Support. 

Some of the original members 
of the delegation, including James 
, 20Sevelt, Democratic national 
‘ mmitteeman. from California, 
ive jumped the traces, with- 
‘ wn their names and are sup- 
ing Kefauver.

The Kefauver delegation con- 
sists of 76 persons with eight 
having half a vote. 

District delegates have a full 
vote from each of the 30 Con- 
gressional districts. 

Attorney General Brown be- 
lieved he had the President’s 
blessing after his visit to the 
White House last week. But a 
Truman press secretary said, the 
President’s good wishes to Brown 
had been interpreted to cover 
more territory than was intended. 

Kefauver Favored to Win. 

Kefauver is favored to win be- 
cause of the publicity he has re- 
ceived in the state. He is making 
an intensive campaign in Califor- 
nia now. 

Brown’s delegation, if elected, 
would go to the convention unin- 
structed. He has said about 50 
per cent of his group would favor 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. 

Gov. Warren is facing a bitter, 
‘heavily financed and well-organ- 
ized campaign in his party. He 
has charged a coalition of hate, 
backed by enormous sums of 
money, is behind the California 
opposition to his candidacy.

I. B. Johnson, director of the 
South Dakota agricultural experi- 
ment station and representative 
of the experiment stations in the 
land-grant colleges of the 10 Mis- 
souri valley states, told the survey 
commission about some of the 
isrigating problems.

Faced with a 
make-up examination at school, she simply went to bed for 
three days, feigning illness. And so on, through other 
similar episodes. + “I don’t know what to do with her,” 
Miss P. exclaims. “I’m no counselor. I wish I were.” 

Actually, you are a counselor, Miss P., whether you 
want to be (or know how to be) or not. So is every teacher, 
Girl Scout executive, playground director, leader in young 
people’s organizations, employer and parent. We're all re- 
quired to do some counseling if only indirectly or by example 
(one of the best ways incidentally). We should all know 
more about it, since it falls to us to do it.

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Is Flavor 
That Sells 
Food to. Us 


By Edith M. Barber 


FTER all, flavor “sells” food 

to us. The foods we like are 

the ones that we eat day after 
day. If we have a taste for varie- 
ty, we are quite likely to have 
an adequate diet. With meat or 
an alternate, plenty of vegetables, 
fruits and milk in some form, 
with eggs featured occasionally, 
it is unnecessary for us to wor- 
ry about nutriticn. 

Food fads come and go. At one 
time, we were hearing a great 

deal about the importance of 
roughage. For this reason, unre- 
fined bran was considered an al- 
most magical remedy for all ills. 
But nobody liked it, and result 
was that a flavored pre-cooked 
bran came on the market and re- 
ceived permanent acceptance. 

In the meantime, it was found 
that too much roughage was a 
detriment rather than an asset. 
Moderation was the answer. 

Almost everyone likes sweets, 
When unrefined molasses was 
largely replaced by refined sugar, 
it was welcomed because of its 
delicate flavor. The refinement of 
molasses improved the flavor 
which is sweet rather than bitter. 
The unrefined product, known as 
blackstrap, was used only by 
those who could not afford to 
buy the refined products. Then, 
the idea that blackstrap was a 
more valuable food because of 
its higher mineral content was 
promoted and, for a time, there 
was a trend for using it. Perhaps 
because of its bitter flavor, it 
was believed by many that it 
must be medicinal. 

While this residue from sugar 
refining does have a higher min- 
eral content, not all of the fron, 
for instance, is available for ab- 
sorption by the body. The prin- 
ciple reason for the lack of per- 
manent acceptance was, however, 
the fact that its flavor was not 
liked. It is fortunate, indeed, that 
almost all the foods that we need 
for health are those’ that most of 
us can take with enjoyment. Food 
fads come and go, but good food 
is always good food. 

Barbecued Spareribs. 

Three pounds spareribs, one- 
fourth cup molasses, one table- 
spoon prepared mustard, one 
tablespoon vinegar, one eight- 
ounce can tomato sauce, one- 
fourth cup chopped onion, one- 
fourth teaspoon tabasco. 

Have spareribs cut in serving 
pieces. Place in shallow pan. Com- 
bine remaining ingredients in 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and 
boil one minute. Pour over spare- 
ribs and baste during roasting. 
Roast uncovered in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) one and one-half 
hours. Yield: Six servings. 

Steamed Brown Bread. 

One cup sifted all-purpose flour, 
two teaspoons soda, one teaspoon 
salt, one cup quick rolled oats, 
two cups corn meal, one cup mo- 
lasses, two cups sour milk or 
buttermilk, one cup raisins. 

Sift together flour, soda and 
salt. Add quick rolled oats and 
corn meal. Reserve one-fourth cup 
in which to coat raisins. Stir in 
molasses and sour milk. Mix 


raisins with one-fourth cup dry 
mixture, add to batter and mix 
well. Turn into four greased No. 
2 cans, filling each two-thirds 
full. Cover with foil or two lay- 
ers of brown paper tied in place 
with a strong cord. Place on 
rack in large kettle with tight 
fitting cover. Pour in boiling 
water to approximately one-third 
of the height of the can. Steam 
two hours. Yield: Four loaves.

N the basis of these lines in 
(): verse entitled “The Shep- 

herd’s Hunting,” the English 
poet, writing in the seventeenth 
century, is credited in some pop- 
ular reference books with’ the 
origin of the saying, ‘Least said, 
soonest mended.” 

Actually this is a very old Eng- 
lish proverb, which had seen al- 
most two centuries’ service before 
Wither employed it. 

In its popular usage in English 
literature the wording has varied 
slightly, “little” giving place to 
“least” and “soonest” being a 
variant of “‘soone.” 

In the well-known work of 
Henry Porter, “The Angry Women 
of Abingdon,” the dramatist 
made it, “Little said is soonest, 
mended.” That was in 1599. Pre- 
viously John Heywood listed it in 
his “English Proverbs,” in this 
form: “Lyttle sayde, soone 
amended.” 

But the saying’s history does 
not end here. Its record in black 
and white goes back to the year 
1460, when it appeared in the 
poem called “Parliament of 
Byrdes,” as follows: “Who sayth 
lytell he is wyse and fewe wordes 
are soone amended.”

Finish Coat for Tables —

HAT kind of finish coat can 
W so. add to a touch-me-not 

table top to make it as dam- 
age resistant as possible? Use,a 
first-quality floor varnish, say the 
experts in the furniture finish- 
making business. Two coats work 
wonders on dark or medium 
woods. 

Ifthe top is badly damaged, 
the finish must first be removed 
with varnish remover, but if the 
damage is rings or marks that 
aren’t too deep, sanding alone 
may be enough: preparation. 

Light-colored woods often wear 
heavily glazed top coats and these 
must be completely removed. Be- 
cause a tint must be used to make 
the top match the rest of the ta- 
ble again, the refinishing of light 
woods should be done by a pro- 
fessional finisher, although some 
able amateurs can do the job. 

Lacquers, too, are effective fin- 
ishers but the harder kinds 
should be sprayed on — brush 
stroke overlaps may show. 

Be sure the floor varnish you 
use is top quality, and apply it 
to all the wood surfaces so legs 
and aprons shrug off damage as 
well as the top.

BUT WOULD IT? We have emphasized before the fact 


that children are not born fully equipped with an adult set 
of manners and morals. Most of the standards and customs 
which we adults cherish so dearly have to be taught to the 
growing child. 

And just as the child must have reached a certain age 
and certain stage of maturity before he can be taught to 
read or write, so also must he have reached a certain age 
before he is ready to learn “good” manners, and “proper” 
morals. 

It is, of course, never too early for us to teach him these 
things indirectly by our own example. It is also perfectly 
permissible to attempt to teach him directly whenever you 
- wish. .But your expectations as to the results of such 
teaching should be. flexible. 

Thus, as regards truth telling and the keeping of promises 
—if you want your child to do well in these respects, be 
sure that you are really setting a good example. 

But in dealing with your very young children, remember 
that a 2%4-year-old can promise more than he can perform. 
He may on occasion keep a promise, but most children of 
this age are too young to make and keep promises. 

Thus you will probably be wiser not to exact promises 
from them. And you'll certainly be wise not to count on 
their keeping such promises as you may have exacted.

THE CHILD OF THIS AGE wants to have his own way 
and he will promise anything to get it. Do not be too much 
swayed by such promises. In another year or two his ability 


to keep a promise will have increased. 
But when it becomes obvious that a child cannot keep 


his promise it becomes necessary for you to become firmer 
and firmer with him, until your firmness rather than his 


inability to keep his promises wins out. 
At two-and-a-half, promising more than you can perform 


fs not a serious weakness of character.

When the Indians Attacke 


Today Is \72nd Anniversary of 
Battle of San Carlos, British- 
Led Raid on Village Which 
Was Beaten Off — Sons of 
Revolution to Hold Banquet 


Tonight Marking Occasion.

NE hundred and seventy-two 
Q) sears ago today the Indians 

were creeping up on us. They 
were slipping down the Missis- 
sippi river in canoes, bent on the 
destruction of the little settle- 
ment. known to most of them as 
“Pencour,” a corruption of “Pain 
Court,” a French nickname mean- 
ing “short of bread,” which some- 
one had pinned on Pierre La- 
clede’s none too wealthy little fur 
trading post, officially known as 
St. Louis. 

The only flaw in the plan of 
attack (which had been instigated 
by and was being led by the 
British) lay in the fact the people 
of Pencour were quite aware the 
attack was on its way. They had 
been aware of it for some time, 
in fact, and the suspense was be- 
ginning to wear off. After all, 
when it had taken the enemy 
weeks and even months to organ- 
ize and come creeping all the way 
from Prairie du Chien, Wis., it 
wasn’t any easy thing to keep 
secret. So not only were the peo- 
ple of St. Louis informed, they 
were prepared. They had built a 
little fort, called San Carlos, and 
they had equipped it with all the 
heavy artillery at hand, namely, 
five brass cannons. 

At approximately 1 p.m., on 
May 26, 1780, the Indians at- 
tacked. Muskets flashed, cannons 
roared, men died. But the at- 
tackers were beaten off, and be- 
fore the sun had set they were 
on their melancholy way back up 
the river. Thus ended St. Louis’s 
one battle in the Revolutionary 
War. 

It is known among historians, 
who are about the only people it’s 
known among at all, as the Battle 
of San Carlos. And while it may 
not have been much, when stacked 
up against Yorktown, historians 
agree that it was of far more 
than local consequence. In fact, 
they have come around to the 
opinion that the battle of San 
Carlos has been pretty sadly 
neglected, and all things consid- 
ered it was a lot more important, 
historically, than it has ever been 
given credit for being. 

To the St. Louis chapter of 
the Sons of the Revolution a sit- 
uation like this was nothing less 
than a clear call to duty, and 
they have met the call. To- 
night, the 172nd anniversary of 
the battle, steps will be taken. A 
formal dinner, sponsored by the 
society, will be held at the Uni- 
versity club. Members of vari- 
ous civie organizations, historical 
societies and cultural groups have 
been invited, and initial plans 
will be made for what the Sons 
of the Revolution hope will be 
proper observance ‘around these 
parts of the Battle of San Carlos. 

If people generally don’t know 
much about the battle it isn’t the 
fault of the historians. A lot has 
been written about San Carlos, 
much of it speculative. Unfortun- 
ately no written record of any 
kind by an eyewitness to the bat- 
tle exists. While historians dis- 


agree over a lot of minor points, 
even such as how many brass 
cannons there were in the fort, 
the outline is pretty well estab- 
lished, and it boils down roughly 
to this: 

When the colonies were fight- 
ing England for their independ- 
ence, St. Louis was a little fur 
trading post on the Mississippi 
and, although its population was 
French, it was the capital of the 
Spanish provinces known $a 
Upper Louisiana. While the 
Spanish were supposed to be neu- 
tral, they favored the colonists 
and, in 1779, declared war against 
England. The colonists were get- 
ting a lot of help from the Span- 
ish-ruled villages along the Mis- 
sissippi, so the British decided to 
take steps.

HE attack on St. Louis was, as 
T a matter of fact, part of a plan 

by the British to conquer the 
entire Mississippi valley which, in 
turn, was part of a plan to en- 
circle the rebellious American 
colonies, cut off the supplies they 
were receiving by way the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio rivers, and open 
the way for attacks and Indian 
forays against them from the 
west. 

The masterplan provided for 
an army from Pensacola, Fla. to 
capture New Orleans and come 
up the lower Mississippi where, 
at Natchez, they would meet an 
expedition from Canada which 
had come down the river, captur- 
ing St. Louis and other Spanish 
towns as it went along. 

The general command of the 
expedition was placed in the 
hands of Emmanual Hesse, a 
trader at Prairie du Chien, and 
he assembled Indians of various 
tribes, including Sioux, Sacs, Fox, 
Potawatomi and Chippewas. They 
began to assemble at Prairie du 
Chien around the end of April. 

Traders were induced by the 
British to join on the promise 
that they would have exclusive 
trade rights. Among those who 
were induced to join the expedi- 
tion were a couple of traders 
named Joseph Calve and Jean 
Marie Ducharme, whose presence 
with the army led some histor- 
ians to believe that the whole ex- 
pedition was nothing more than 
a sort of gangster raid on the 
little town. 

Both Calve and Ducharme had 
fallen in bad with the Spanish

authorities and had had their 
goods confiscated. They had gone 
farther north, swearing revenge 
on .the Spanish, and since they 
came back as part of the expedi- 
tion, some historians were in- 
clined to think they had traveled 
north, recruiting a bunch of In- 
dians, promised.them plenty of 
loot, and led them back to clean 
out St. Louis. 

Anyway, it was figured that St. 
Louis would be easy to take be- 
cause the town was so free and 
easy about admitting Indians to 

e village. It was planned that 

apt. Hesse would remain in St. 
Louis after its capture, and that 
the Sioux Indians would go on 
downstream and capture Cahokia 
and St. Genevieve. 

On Feb. 9, 1780, the news of 
war between England and Spain 
reached St. Louis. It wasn't Gee 
until news of the impending at- 
tack came down the river. At the 
end of March, a trader named 
John Conn came down the Missis- 
sippi and told all about the 
planned attack to Lt. Gov. Fer- 
nand de Lyba. From then on, it 
seems, he received regular ac- 
counts of what the enemy was 
doing and how close the Indians 
were getting: 3 

Early in April, De Lyba began 
making preparations for the de- 
fense of the town. Some years 
previously a fort had been built 
by the Spanish at the mouth of 
the Missouri, called Fort San 
Carlos. But it was in a ruined 
condition, so the five cannons it 
contained were brought back to 
St. Louis. De Lyba then drew 
up a plan of fortification which 
consisted of four stone towers to 
be built at the four corners of 
the town. The town consisted of 
120 houses and extended some 
four blocks back from the river. 

De Lyba brought the townspeo- 
ple together, told them the spot 
they were in, and pointed out the 
need for fortification. The people 
raised 1000 piastres, De Lyba 
chipped in 400 of his own, and 
work was started on one of the 
towers. When the first stone was 
laid, a little ceremony was held 
and it received the blessing of 
Father Bernard, a Capuchin mis- 
sionary. The fort was named San 
Carlos in honor of Charles III, 
King of Spain. 

It stood at the highest part of 
the village, at a spot which is now 
Fourth and Walnut streets, and 
it commanded a view of the sur- 
rounding countryside. When fin- 
ished it was a round stone tower 
of solid construction, some 30 feet 
in diameter and 30 to 40 feet tall.

end of town, but after excava- 
tion for the foundation, it was 
discovered the building fund was 
gone and the town was too poor 
to raise another, 

For further protection § the 
townsmen dug a trench which ex- 
tended from both sides of the 
tower around the town. Work 
was still proceeding on the roof 
of the tower when, on May 9, a 
man named La Fontaine arrived 
and said the enemy force, which 
consisted of 300 Englishmen and 
900 Indians, was 80 leagues up 
the river. De Lyba wrote to 
Francisco Valle, commandant at 
St. Genevieve, and told him to 
send a detachment of 60 militia 
and a garrison from that post. 
He also called in all hunters who 
were scattered along the Mera- 
mec and Cuivre rivers, and he 
forbade all inhabitants to leave 
the post. 

On May 23, scouts sent up the 
river by De Lyba reported that

the enemy was only 20 leagues 
away. A few days later there were 
reports they had left their canoes 
at a point about 14 miles up the 
river, which meant they probably 
were moving quietly on foot 
through the woods. 

On the 25th, the Sunday of 
Corpus Christi, Indian scouts 
slipped across the river to case 
the town. They were misled by 
appearances worse than the 
Americans were misled in North 
Korea. By this time suspense 
Was wearing a little thin around 
the town and people were get- 
ting carleess. So after church on 
Corpus Christi day nearly all the 
townspeople ventured out of the 
town, held picnics and gathered 
wild strawberries. Because of the 
presence of the town folk in the 
field, the Indians couldn’t get 
close enough to see the fort and 
the trenches. The Indians also 
concluded that their planned at- 
tack was still a deep dark secret 
and they would take the town by 
surprise. The attack was set for 
the next day.

T 1 o’clock on the afternoon of 
A the 26th the Indians attacked 

from the north, across what 
was called le grande prairie. It 
was a surprise attack in that they 
caught a number of people at 
work in nearby fields, some of 
whom they killed or captured. 
Others, however, escaped and ran 
into town and sounded the alarm. 

The Indians advanced on the 
village. The women and children 
were shut up in the home of the 
commandant, and the men and 
soldiers gathered in the tower or 
behind the trenches. The In- 
dians, still unaware of the fortifi- 
cation, moved toward the vil- 
lage, yelling and firing and ex- 
pecting little opposition. 

De Lyba stationed himself in 
the tower with the chasseurs who 
manned the cannons, and when 
the Indians were’close enough he 
gave the command to fire. The 


savages, expecting a defenseless 
and fear-ridden populace, were 
greeted instead by the rattle of 
musketry and the roar of can- 
nons—and if there was anything 
Indians were afraid of, according 
to historians, it was cannons, 


The Indians fell back. They 


were more awed than injured but | 


they weren’t taking any chances. 
The battle went on all afternoon, 
but the Indians fought from be- 
hind cover. They made several 
feints in an effort to draw the 
townspeople out to fight on the 
prairie, but De Lyba was too 
smart for them. Some of the 
men wanted to “go over the top” 
and get the Indians, but he for- 
bade them to leave the trenches. 


On the other hand, some of 
the Indians, the Winnebagos and 
Sioux, both fierce fighters, want- 
ed to storm the fort, but the Sacs 
and Foxes and other tribes held 
back. As the day drew to a close 
it became apparent to the Indians 
that the little town was not going 
to be any push-over, if, indeed, 
it could be taken at all. So the 
Indians withdrew. As they re- 
treated they spread out over the 
countryside, slaughtering some 
farmers, taking others prisoner. 
From various accounts, historians 
have gathered that the total num- 
ber of St. Louisans killed, wound- 
ed or captured was probably less 
than 100, but even so, it was a 
heavy toll for a town of less than 
700. According to one report, 33 
scalps were taken. 


Thus ended the Battle of San 
Carlos. Because of it’s failure at 
St. Louis, the far-flung plan of 
the British to hem in the rebel- 
lious American colonies from the 
West fell through, and the west- 
ern frontiers of the struggling 
colonists were in .some measure 
protected from assault. So while 
it may not have been much of a 
battle, it quite possibly played a 
great part in turning the whole 
tide of American history.

After all, he “fea- 
soned, North couldn’t have a puw- 
erhouse, since he hadn’t jumped 
the club opening to two spades. 


Whether cr not South should 
have kept on bidding is scarcely 
an issue in this case; the far more 
pertinent fact is that North put 
South under too much pressure. 
Perhaps North was right in argu- 
ing that with a singleton club, 
even the ace, he eouldn’t be teo 
sure about a slam right from the 
opening gun, and perhaps he was 
also right, at the score, in feeling 
that a one-spade response would 
bring better information from 
South in the form of a voluntary, 
uninfluenced -rebid, but when 
North jumped to three diamonds 
and South then responded with 
three hearts, it should have been 
clear to North that his partner 
had better than a minimum. With 
a minimum, South would have 
bid three no-trump, if unable- to 
bid three spades, and so the heart 
call had to be the announcement 
of a pretty good hand. 


On that basis alone, North 
should have gone substantially 
farther than he did go in urging 
a slam. At the very least _he 
should have bid four no-trump 
over South’s three hearts and no 
one could have accused North of 
outrageous optimism if he had 
a straight to six no-trump! 
With South refusing to raise 
spades, there was no conceivable 
reason for ending up in a spade 
contract at any level.

Then, for four 
hours, they were subjected to 
lengthy discourses on Marxist 
doctrines.

ONE MORNING, the huge 
harred door swung open, and 
another prisoner was shoved 
into the crowded .cell.

sentence? He was resigned to 
die.

So his sentence was to 
be banished from China for- 
ever. A few days later, on 
March 16, 1952, the priest 
crossed the border into the 
Crown Colony of Hong Kong, a 
free man.

Sen- 
ator Bricker recently in discuss- 
ing the bill which he has before 
the Senate. The account nn 
“Senator Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
warned the nation pony that 
adoption of the United Nations 
human rights program might 
give aliens in a super-state the 
power to decree death for ail- 
ing Americans and subject oth- 
ers to medical and scientific 
experiments against their will.” 


When I first read this para- 
graph, I wondered from where 
the Senator drew such strange 
statements. Then I remembered 
that article four in the pro- 
posed covenant on civil and po- 
litical rights reads: “No one 
shall be subjected to torture or 
to cruel, inhuman or degrading 
punishment. In particular, no 
one shall be subjected against 
his will to medical or scientific 
experimentation involving risk, 
where such is not required by 
his state of physical or mental 
health.” 


oe 


THAT ARTICLE, if it is fi- 
nally passed, would protect 
any one from being subjected 
to medical or scientific experi- 
ments against his will. And, 
certainly, no alien will carry 
out these provisions of the 
covenant—for if the United 
States ratifies it, it is the United 
States that has to pass legisla- 
tion in conformity with the 
agreement it makes in the 
covenant; and, obviously, laws 
made in the United States are 
carried out by United States 
citizens. 

Senator Bricker apparently 
was relying on the fact that the 
people would not read the pro- 
vision in the covenant, or, if 
they read it, would not under- 
stand it. There is no such thing 
as a super-state. The U.N. is a 
free association of 60 nations 
working under the charter to 
preserve peace, 

Senator Bricker, according 
to this account, denounced the

State Department for telling 
_ the world the United States is 
a nation that does not eare for 


fort to fool the American peo- 
ple. The Senator knows full 
well that not one penny is paid 
out under the covenant of hu- 
man rights. Where it says that 
something is the right of in- 
dividuals, it is their own Gov- 
ernment that assures. this 
right and no other nation. 
Moreover, if anyone pays 
money for anything, it will De 
done by the governments fur 
their own people after $>-:y 
ratify the covenant and pass 
the necassary legislation con- 
forming to it.

IT IS EASILY SEEN that 
Senator Bricker must create 
these false ideas in order to 
justify the proposal in his con- 
stitutional amendment. If by any ~ 
chance this amendment is ac- 
cepted, it will change the intent 
in our own American constitu- 
tion, which very carefully bal- 
anced the legislative, judicial 
and executive powers in our 
Government. The treaty-mak- 
ing power was given to the exee 
cutive branch of the Govern- 
ment, with ratification in the 
hands of the Senate. This ef- 
fort to change the carefully 
thought-out balance of powers 
under our own constitution re- 
quires very careful considera- 
tion before it is accepted by the 
American people. 

I will return to a further 
analysis of this account of Sen- 
ator Bricker’s statement in the 
Chicago Tribune, because I 
think the truth should be 
known, The people have an in- 
terest in human rights, and 
they should not be fooled.
